Thanks to the guys at Embedded Research, who donated the kits to Doug, 
KI6DS, we got a shot at building these at Fort Tuthill. 


Not much to them...a tiny board (abt 1 inch on a side), a resistor, 
capacitor, transistor and the PIC microcontroller. One momentary 
switch, two 1/8 jacks and a transducer complete the package. 


What a sight! All these folks lined up at the benches, hunched over 
teeny little boards, looking for even teenier little pieces, and all 
muttering to themselves. Actually, the hardest part was getting the 
components out of the packaging. 


Thanks to Mike Wyman, WIDRY for supplying soldering stations and tools, 
including magnifiers for them that needed ‘em. It probably took only 20 
minutes or so to build the kit, but might even go faster if you have SMD 
experience. It took me longer to put it in a case after I got home. 


No hints or tips here....the instruction sheet is clear and easy to 
comprehend, and the operating instructions are simple. One button does 
it all, and once you have the hang of it, it is quite simple. I ended 
up putting mine in a garage door opener case, since the piezo transducer 
and battery holder are larger than the PC board...it fits well, and I'll 
use it in my mobile setup. 


This was a really fun project, since I had never done any surface mount 
stuff. Working with flea-sized components wasn't as bad as I had 
thought, since there was no tendency for them to jump off the board. 

The end result is a nice, compact and functional keyer. You really need 
one. 


I just really like this 
product. I may have to get more to put inside my little rigs.

This was one fun contest! !!!

Hi Michael, 


I have one of each as it happens. I used a bug for years so I started with 
a single paddle Vibroplex key. Along the way, I wound up with a dual 
paddle Bencher key which I also use. I don't do iambic so I side swipe both 
of them. To achieve faster speed, I set the contact space as close as I 
can to minimize the amount of travel from side to side. I can easily send 
50 wpm with a little practice after changing speeds. I don't need to as I 
stay around 15 to 20 wom most of the time. 


Iambic squeeze keying is by far the most efficient in terms of motion 
required to make the characters. If you intend to send and receive at high 
speeds on a regular basis, then go iambic with a dual paddle key. You may 
want to try several key designs too. The Bencher I use has wide paddle 
Spacing. Some prefer the paddles to be closely spaced.

Hi folks: 


Well, this evening I finished the output filter section on my 2N2/40 rig. 
With much trepidation (I think my hands were shaking) I connected it to my 
antenna tuner and hitched up a trusty Vibroplex bug to the keying line. 


Everything was connected on the operating table with clip leads! No cabinet 
yet; just the boards resting on a sheet of plywood. 


I adjusted the 100-ohm drive pot to a low point. I actually pre-set it to 25 
ohms before firing up the rig. I don't have any way to measure output power 
yet, so I thought I'd tickle the PA just a tad and see how hot the heatsinks 
get. 


Next, I adjusted my tuner using my Omni-V. I did this because Preston tells 
me the 2N2222 finals are very intolerant of high VSWR. So, I took the 
precaution to ensure the 1il critter was looking into a nice low-Z 
unbalanced load. My tuner is a homebrew balanced affair that feeds open-wire 
line to a doublet that's roughly two half waves in phase on 40 meters. It's 
up about 60-feet, suspended between the trees with a system of halyards and 
counterweights. 


I tuned around and heard VE4WSB calling CQ. Lo and behold, he's signing/M. 
"He's mobile," I think. "Will he hear me?" 


Of course dudes! It's QRP !! We don't need no stinkin' power. Not tonight. 
(QSO'd 27 july 1999 from 0130z to 0134z on 7030 kHz). 


I got a 599 report from Larry, stuck in traffic in downtown Ottawa. No 
matter how many times I operate QRP it never fails to amaze me, but this was 
special. He also ack'd me with a "FB" when I told him I was QRP wid a 
homebrew transceiver!

I bought a few of these batteries and with the one I've tried, it behaves 
very much like a NiCd of about 3AH capacity - the end-of-charge voltage 
dip is quite pronounced, and it takes a full charge after about 5 hours 
at 650 mA or so; I've cycled it several times and this seems to be what 
it will do.

It has been fun reading accounts of your Bumblee Adventures. Thanks for 
passing your stories our way. 


Three KnightLites (WJ4P, AE4YQ, and AA4XX) set up our station on lovely 
Topsail Island, NC with several hundred yards of salt water looking 
westward. We used the KL call, WQ4RP. 


Randy-WJ4P, was anxious to test his new (and I do mean brand new!) K2, 
along with a vertical that he built for FD. This 20M antenna is 34 feet 
long, and is known as a "capacitively stretched" vertical. Given its 
relatively high feedpoint Z (150-200 ohms) and its proximity to the salt 
water, the Jouster was a tremendous low-loss performer. Tests with a 
reference 20M inverted vee up 33 feet favored the vertical in most 
cases. 


>From our location, the activity on 20M was quite frenetic, with 
respectable signals throughout the East Coast and Midwest. Not many 
West Coast stations were heard, though. Still, there were a LOT of 
stations chasing Bumbleebees the entire four hour period. 


15M was a different story. Bill, N8ET was the strongest signal we heard 
on 15M. The West Coast stations were quite weak on our inverted vee, 
but their great ears pulled us through. It was especially neat to work 
the tag-team BB duo, W7EL and AA7QU on 15M... 


Randy's new K2 worked fabulously. We all had a big laugh when, toward 
the end of the contest, the low battery monitor sounded its warning, and 
the rig kept pumping out 5W even when the battery dropped to 8.8 volts! 


A number of visitors stopped by to see what in the world we were up to. 
They found the operation to be quite intriguing. We even had a large 
fishing boat to come ashore, whereupon the Captain introduced himself as 
a ham and wished us well after a nice visit. 


It was kind of humorous to walk near the antennas, because there were a 
zillion tiny crabs running all over the place, and they all jumped into 
the nearest crabhole whenever we got close. We even had some crabby 
visitors running around our feet while operating. :-) 


The weather was quite hot, but gentle ocean breezes and our screen tent 
kept us reasonably comfortable, and the mosquitoes weren't all that 
ferocious. The view was quite pretty, overlooking the Sound and marsh 
area. 


Upon making our last contact right at 5PM, the tide started rolling in, 
and it was remarkable how quickly our area started filling up with salt 
water. We got the antennas down and said goodbye to the birds and 
crabs, telling them that we would be seeing them next year when it's 
time for the Bumbleebees to start swarming. 


We ended up working 62 stations on 20M and 8 stations on 15M--A totally 
delightful day at the beach!!

Foamed polystyrene will dissolve in dry acetone. Acetone is often sold 
mixed with water. Toluene is a better solvent for polystyrene. It is 
sometimes available in hardware stores for use as a paint thinner. It does 
not mix with water, it has a higher flash point than acetone, and it is not 
as toxic as chloroform or carbon tetrachloride. Duco cement is a solution 
of polystyrene in a mixture of acetone and butyl acetate, so it would 
probably be suitable as Q-dope.

In my experience they do make convenient and good dummy loads. The BNC 
connector is a plus. I've removed the plastic casing (mine came with 
Digital network cards) to improve heat-sinking through convection. I run 
up to 5 W into these little critters and I have had no failures, yet. 
They look like they're good up to UHF. 


I suppose if you look for them in the right places (IT-support?) you may 
be able to get some for free. Then if you do destroy one, it's no big 
deal, either. 


Fitting a (transistor) heat-sink should make them even better. I've 
never tried and the exact dimensions do differ from one to the other.

Hello QRPers, 


unfortunately my two week vacation in Greece is over... 
I had a Ten Tec scout plus a DK9SQ mast with lots of wire with me and 
hoped to work a lot of stations in the evenings. 


Unfortunately at most of the time more or less all bands I tried 
(40/20/15m) were very difficult to work. Certainly my lack of 
experience had some impact, but there also was a strange signal spread 
all over the bands, something in between S6 and S9+. It was a tone 
swept with two speeds, i.e. a howling tone slowly swepts up and down 
at about 500Hz/s through the band. During that time it was nearly 
impossible to hear anything except this strong signal. On the other 
hand I assume, that it was more or less local to the Ionian islands 
(western Greece), I could not hear anybody else complain about it. 


Does anybody have an idea, what these signals (which definitely do not 
belong to the amateur frequencies) could be? I am shure they did not 
origin from the boat, they were external. If others experienced the 
problem, too, I would be interested to hear about it. 


Nevertheless, I made two great QSOs (my first CW contacts!) with two 
German stations. Just have to get better skilled to read CW...

First, I want to apologize to my contacts for my sometimes incoherent 
transmissions....I had some "issues"! 

Second, I would like to applaud their great "ears" for being able to hear 
my station! 

My XYL and I arrived at our chosen spot in the North Georgia mountains 
(about 2.5 hours NW of Atlanta) on 

Saturday afternoon, unpacked and got settled in. One of the initial things 
I did was conduct an RF survey, using my 

Tokyo Hy-Power HT-750, to check out electrical environment. It sounded 


pretty good! 


Sunday, we arose and had a leisurely breakfast, decided to hike a riverside 
path of a couple 

of miles and enjoy the scenery. The morning was warm, but not too bad. 
After a nice walk, we arrived 

back at the base camp with, what I thought, was ample time to prepare for 
the contest. 

By now the ambient temperature was 95 degrees and climbing, with a 80+ 
percent humidity... 

(95 degrees + 80% humidity = HOT). I got the antenna situated, the Index 
Labs QRP++ setup, and plugged 

up the power station. 


THE RF NOISE WAS S9+40!? 


I could not hear a thing. What had happened? There were some high-power lines 
in the distance, but they'd posed no issue yesterday. Well, it was now 
12:30 with no time to waste. What to do? 


I recalled a park, several miles away, that was devoid of trees (and power 
lines!) on all sides. OK! Break down 
the station, antenna, accessories, load ‘em up and move out. 


Did I mention it was HOT? 
I got it all together and got moving. I felt I' make it OK! 


Well, here in Georgia, folks attend church on Sunday. The local church 
apparently let out at 12:30. The road 

was full of vehicles (all "Sunday" drivers), going in my direction, ata 
leisurely pace. Fortunately, many 

eventually turned at the local Dairy Queen and I had a free shot at getting 
to the park. 


I got there, got all the gear out, checked the noise floor, and IT WAS

I commence operating in earnest. Twenty meters is a hive of activity. Many, 
many stations. I make a couple of contacts, then stake 

out a frequency and call CQ BB. It's great! Antenna and station are working 
well, and I am generating contacts. YEA! 


Then I notice this slight RF noise. Not bad at first, it steadily increases 
in volume, until it's above S9! 
What the heck is going on? 


Looking around, I notice a diligent city/county employee on a riding lawn 
mower, cutting the grass in the park. He's cutting 

long, long rows, and as he approaches the noise builds, and as he turns and 
heads away, it slowly declines... 


Now tell me, how many public service employees do you know who work on Sunday? 
Did I mention it was HOT?? 


So...what to do? Basically, my decision was to bear with it, and put the

As a former retailer and current computer consultant, I can tell you that 
the reason is the bank takes a percentage of your sales. For small 
operations it can be too much. Plus, there's setup fees, etc. When I ran an 
outdoor shop it was worth it. Now, as a consultant who sells hardware 
mainly as a service, it's not worth it. 


A lot of the small QRP companies are being done for fun and as a service. 
There's little or no profit to be made- and often no room to let the credit 
card companies skim anything.

Well it basically went off without a hitch. Tom, KQ6DV, and I arrived 
at Mt. Madonna, Saturday afternoon after a busy morning at work. We 
parked the car and hiked about 3 miles looking for a good site. As it 
turned out the best site was where we parked the car. So we hiked ina 
big circle back to our operating site. 


Mt Madonna is a nice oasis. There were very tall redwoods all around. 
The one in our campsite, directly over the table had a single branch 
sticking out away from all others and extending directly over the 

table. The branch was about 65 feet up. It was just asking to support 
an antenna. We shot a line over the branch and erected a 100 £t flattop 
fed with 300 ohm twin lead. This went to a homebrew Z match tuner to 
the K2. The K2 was pwered by the internal 2.9AH battery and a 5W solar 
panel. We got lots of looks as other folks walked by and saw us tree 
fishing. 


We also set up a SLX antenna to compare with the Flattop, and a 40M 
dipole for Tom to use. During a QSO with KK5IB in AR, I was able to 
switch between the SLX and the Flattop. He said there was 1-2 S units 
difference between them. That is considerable, but it took about 5 
minutes to set up the SLX and about 1 1/2 hours to set up the flat top. 


Sometimes alot happens peripherally that is just as much fun as the 
contest. Saturday evening, Tom was able to make his first real DX 
contacts as we worked station after station during the IOTA contest. 
The look on his face as he logged QRP DX after QRP DX was worth the 
whole trip. 


In the morning, Ron, came buy to join in the fun, Ron just got his Tech 
Plus ticket and had never had a CW contact other than with me. He got 
on the air and made his "first" CW contact. Helping him through that 
was exciting. He had one of those S--- Eatin' grins all morning. 


Then the contest started. The bands were fair from our site. I 
operated on 15, 20, and 40. I ended up with 39 QSO's. 2 on 40, 32 on 


20, and 5 on 15. Worked 22 BB's for a score of 5016. 


As usual, I can't wait until next year.

Hi Gang, 


I had a visit from a "local" as they used to be called in the ham mags. A 
local is someone who is in an earlier part of the learning curve we are all 
on, at one point or another. This fellow, a General, was working on his 
first kit, a Ten Tec 1340. Frankly, while the little rig looks nice, I think 
it is was made more difficult by the quality of the manual (even the printing 
on the main schematic was smudged and hard to read) and errors in the 
instructions. This ernest ham had been instructed to hook up a temporary 
electrolytic to test out the receiver portion prior to finishing the 
transmitter sections, but the drawing was ambiguous, and he had one leg of 
the cap in the wrong hole. Not his fault, but the result was a dead speaker 
instead of a working 40m receiver. Now it is possible that this error was 
covered in a correction sheet, but I didn't see it. Besides, in this day of 
computer editing, there is little excuse for this kind of persistent error in 
a kit manual that's out for more than a year--especially one that is likely 
to fall into the hands of a beginner. Imagine if this were a youngster with 
limited access to elmering instead of an adult. 


Anyway, that isn't the important part. The important part is that we were 
able to confirm that the VFO was percolating on frequency, and that with the 
cap moved into the correct hole, the receiver started hearing the sig 
generator (ok, the sig gen was full blast, almost touching the antenna input 
at first) on 7050 or so. Then a tweak here, and there, and we moved the 


little half-baked rig to the operating desk and hooked it up to the doublet. 
We could still hear the sig gen from the adjacent workroom, so it was hearing 
something. I ran over and shut off the generator. When it was quieted, a 
hint of CW was heard coming from the speaker. A touch of the tuning dial and 
sure enough, there was CW coming in. Hey, says the local, that's CW! You 
should have seen that smile. You know the smile I mean--the happy dance 
smile! A tweak or two more on the IF and BFO cans, and the signals were 
filling up the room. More smiles. I'm not sure who got a bigger kick out of 
the successful troubleshoot. We cleaned up and off he went, still smiling. 
Me too. 


OK, now back to building the K2, which has been waiting for me (having passed 
the first set of checks on the controller/display) while I vacationed these 
past two weeks. The advantage is that the care package of parts that 
Elecraft kindly distributed to update their first commercial run has arrived 
and can be installed ab initio. Want to see a real unfair comparison?--hold 
the Elecraft manual next to the Ten Tec. 


Incidentally, while I had the scope warmed up, it wasn't needed. Nor was the 
freq counter (when Idid use it to confirm the VFO was working it loaded down 
the circuit and gave a wrong reading anyway.) The only test instruments we 
used were our eyes, the schematic, a multimeter (to figure out which hole was 
connected to the correct pin of the final mixer IC) and the station receiver 
to hear the VFO (on the correct freq, dead-on incidentally). And my old 
reliable tube signal generator I bought for one single dollar at a hamfest 
about five years ago. Would you believe I had the nerve to ask the seller if 
it really worked? He swore it did; and it does! OK, so it isn't 
calibrated/attenuated. I put it on high, listen for it on the Yaesu in the 
next room to set the freq, and once it is warm for about five minutes, it 
doesn't even drift. 


Please don't email me defending the Ten Tec. It isn't a bad kit, and it 
plays fine when it is up and running. I just was annoyed that it put a 
beginner in the position of not knowing what to do next. On the other hand, 
I got to make a new friend, so that's not all bad, is it?

Well, I just corrected the URL. 


I had a quick look at the text accompanying the circuit. The maximum 
charging voltage is only 13,8 V, and therefore I don't understand what 
the ‘fuss' with double current limits and time limits is all about. 


There is no need to limit the final charging current to 50 mA at that 
voltage level. The battery will take care of it. All you need is a 
source of regulated voltage 13,8 V with one single current limit (the 
maximum initial charging current of your battery). In practice different 
batteries may of course require different initial current limits, but 
for the rest they should take care of themselves when charged at 13,8 V. 
The 4,5 h time limit is a strange idea in this context. It will prevent 
heavier batteries from charging at a sensible rate. 


A simple lead-acid battery charger can be made with essentially an 
ordinary regulator; you shouldn't need to use a special IC for that. The 
current limit doesn't need to be very stiff anyway. I presume the MAX 
xxx IC wasn't intended for x*xlead-acidx* battery charging, but I can't 
confirm this.

First off will apologize for the boo-boo on the URL that several of you brought 
to my attention. It has already been noted but will repeat it for those who 
might need it:

Arjen raised some interesting points. I probably could do a better job with some 
answers if I were at home with some of my references. So, I am going to try to 
refrain from using numbers for volts/per cell and so forth cause I cannot 
remember them off hand anyway. 


What he said is surely true - you can charge a gel cell or any other acid 
battery with just a regulated source and a current limit resistor. In fact you 
could even use a non-regulated source if chosen correctly. You can do it with a 
"wall wart" and a resisitor. 


What really enters the picture is what you want to do with the battery, how you 
want to charge it, how long you want to take to charge it, and how much time you 
personally want to be involved. Hence, here comes the need for fast charging, 
float charging, "automatic" charging, and other variations I am sure. 


If you want to fast charge it, you can't leave the charger connected for a long 
time. And somebody or something has to disconnect it from the charger or you 
will ruin the battery. If you want to only charge at the levels where you can 
just leave the charger connected, it takes "forever" to charge it up. So, we 
just have to make some decisions and build/buy a charger to suit our particular 
needs. 


Me? I want one that I can plug it up to the battery, charge it up "pretty fast" 
- meaning a few hours max in most cases, and kinda forget about it. Got too 
many other things to do and I don't want to ruin my batteries cause I forgot to 
turn off the charger. 


Back to this particular circuit. I took a bit of time at lunch to see just what 
a MAX 712 really is. Have not really analyzed this circuit much yet but here are 
a few quick tidbits: 


* The MAX 712/713 series were designed as NiCd/NiMH Battery Fast-Charge 
Controllers. (Hmmm - taking note of this!). Is designed to charge 1 to 16 cells 
in series. Fast charge rate can be set. Cutoff charge timer. Temperature and 
voltage slope detection and control during charge cycle. And has many other 
features. So, what the designer has done was apply this device as a lead acid 
charger with features. 


* The "4-1/2 hour cutoff" is a programmable feature of this device (from 22 to 
264 min). Looks as if the designer just programmed it for max for pretty obvious 
reasons. The MAX712 data sheets go into lots of discussion about charge rates 
and timing setups for NiMH batteries which may not typically be needed in this 
application. 


* I did see that you can program the device for the number of cells being 


charged but did not have time to figure out what was set up in this particular 
circuit for output voltage selection. Anyway it can be varied. 


What do I think? It seems worthy of investigation for an automatic charger with 

lots of the same features of some older and "harder to get" devices. Might order 
some MAX712s from Digi-Key and play sometime. Ain't real cheep tho - ‘bout $7 a 

pop.

At home I looked up the circuit that I was thinking about: 


Starting from rectified AC from a 15 V transformer it has one L200 
adjustable regulator IC, one Schottky power diode and a few resistors 
and capacitors. 


The maximum output voltage is set with a trimmer and the current is 
limited to ca. 500 mA by means of a 1 Ohm series resistor (and 
feedback). The (Schotkky) diode prevents reverse current into the 
charger when the battery is connected to the charger but the AC input 
goes away. 


As the output voltage never rises above 13,8 V, this charger can be left 
connected to the battery indefinately. The battery will not draw any 
appreciable current as long as it just sits there connected to the 
charger at 13,8 V. Any load will be supplied current from the charger 
until the charger current limit is reached, after which the battery will 
start supplying whatever extra current is needed within bounds. No need 
to disconnect this type of charger. 


(Don't forget: This applies to lead-acid batteries only.)

A lead-acid battery will not be 100% charged when floated at 13,8 V. 
However, the charger can be left connected to battery and load 
indefinitely. 


Topping off to 100% is why more elaborate lead-acid battery chargers 
raise the voltage to ca. 14,6 V until the current taken by the battery 
drops to a low value, after which the voltage is reduced to it's 
floating value of 13,8 V (the UC3906 IC does this). However, one cannot 
have any appreciable load connected to this cyclic type of charging 
circuit as that would cause the charger circuit to stay in the top-off 
mode indefinitely.

As I understand it, this particular IC does not have features 
particularly conducive to smart charging a lead-acid battery. The time 
limit is an unnecessary feature that will actually prevent fully 
charging lead-acid battery with a larger capacity than what the current 
and time limit were set for. IMHO, a circuit like the one with an L200 
that I attempted to described briefly above is more suitable, simpler 
and applies to a greater range of lead-acid battery capacities.

Hi, all! 


A week or so ago someone was trying to identify the basing [pinout] of a 
fairly common bipolar transistor. Someone else [I don't keep e-mail 
forever! ] provided the url for the supplier where .pdf files were 
available. Very fast turnaround on this list as I have seen many times 
before. 


However. Was this the best possible response to the query? Sure, we got 
the answer, but what does one do when the internet is not handy, and 
we've forgotten the url? 


I would propose a DIY approach to the identity question which I have 
used for a loooong time: If you have the device in hand, use an ohmmeter 
and your noodle to figure out the basing! 


How? Easy! 


First, you will need to identify the polarity of the leads of your 
ohmmeter. It is *most* important that you know which lead is positive 
and which negative. How do we do this? Two ways: 1) get a good marked 
diode, and check for the lowest ohm reading. The negative ohmmeter lead 
is connected to the cathode [marked] end of the diode. 2) get a 
voltmeter and measure the voltage! Use #1 if you don't have two meters. 


BTW, methods will vary depending on whether you're using a digital or 
analog ohmmeter. In my experience, analog meters should be put on the 
X1K range for most testing purposes. Digital ohmmeters normally have a 
DIODE position, so use this setting. Most digital ohmmeters will xnotx 
give a reading on a diode on any of the "real" ohms ranges [on purpose, 
so one can read resistors in transistor circuits without getting false 
readings]. In this same vein, I have found that analog ohmmeters I've 
used polarize the test leads backwards -- black is plus -- while digital 
meters are "normal" -- red lead is plus. Do be sure to test, however. 


Bipolar transistors have but three leads: emitter, base, and collector. 
In addition, we can think of a bipolar transistor as being a pair of 
diodes, back to back: 


N--|<-+->|--N and P-->|-+-|<--P 
| | 
P N 


What we need to do first is find which lead is the base. Nevermind that 
xmostx T0092 transistors terminals are e-b-c, we need to find who is 
which ourselves. Along with the ohmmeter, it would make life a lot 
easier if you had a couple of clip leads, or at least a clip on xonex of 
the ohmmeter's leads. Two clip leads is best. 


With the ohmmeter on X1K [or DIODE], grab the two left-most transistor 
terminal leads and connect the ohmmeter. Polarity xreallyx doesn't 
matter here, but to keep things simple put the - lead on the outside 
terminal and the + lead on the middle terminal. 


1). If you get a LOW reading, one of these terminals is the base, and 
the terminals are NPx. Move the + lead to the last terminal. If you get 
a LOW reading, you have the second diode, and the terminals are NPP, 
with the base on the left [a PNP transistor]. If your second test gets a 
HIGH reading, then you have a reverse-biased diode and the terminals are 
NPN, with the base in the middle. In either case, you do not know which 
terminal is the emitter, and which the collector. All you have done is 
identify the type [NPN/PNP] and the BASE terminal. 


2). If you get a HIGH reading across the first terminals, you are across 
a reverse-biased diode xorx across the CE terminals. Nove the + lead to 
the last terminal. If you get a LOW reading, you have found an NP diode 
so the terminals are NxP. Leave the + lead on the last terminal and move 
the - lead to the middle terminal. A LOW reading means a forward biased 
diode and we have NNP, denoting an NPN transistor with the base on the 
right. If the second reading is HIGH, you are across a reverse-biased 
diode and you thus have NPP, a PNP transistor with the base on the left. 


3). Having now identified the base terminal and transistor type, how do 
we identify which terminals are collector and emitter? Still quite easy! 
Let's assume you have a PNP transistor. Leave the base terminal open and 
connect the ohmmeter to the other two terminals. Now comes the tricky 
part! Wet your finger and put it on the - ohmmeter lead and the base at 
the same time. If the - lead is on the collector, the ohmmeter reading 
will go down quite a bit. No change says you're backwards. Reverse the 
leads and try again. Good. + lead is emitter, - lead is collector. 


Do the same to identify the NPN collector and emitter. This time put the 
wet finger between the + lead of the ohmmeter and the base. Your wet 
finger in these tests is providing forward bias for the transistor, and 
it will conduct more [lower resistance] when correctly biased. 


If these steps don't work for you, either a) the transistor is bad, or 
b) it's not a bipolar transistor [perhaps a jfet?]. You can easily have 
SHORTED and/or OPEN junctions in a bad bipolar. 


So, practice a bit, and if you have an ohmmeter, you can figure out any 


bipolar transistor arrangement you might come across!

SOME IDEAS ON THE G5RV 


The G5RV multiband antenna is a very popular design on the HF bands. The

configuration, the overall 

length is 102 ft, with a 28 to 34 ft matching line. In some cases, this is

in one's yard, and not everyone can convince their neighbors to allow one to

>>I've noticed that very few of the dealers for QRP "stuff" will accept 
credit cards. Is this strictly economics of the sale or are Ham Radio 
people not good credit risks? I hope the former.<< 


Mostly the former. Although (I guess you're a case in point) most of us are so 
used to being able to call somebody and give them a card order that writing a 
check and mailing becomes a real hassle. 


What I found was that offering card facilities (and toll-free ordering) 
generated entirely new economics. But I have a diversified business and would 
probably look at it a lot differently if I only had a couple of products to 
sell to what is ultimately a pretty limited market. 


But for the record, here's the lineup-- 


The banks won't touch you, unless you have been in business for at least a 
couple years, do all your banking with them, and (sometimes) are prepared to 
post a $10K cash deposit. And even then you WILL NOT be allowed to take mail, 
phone, or internet orders. "Maybe after a few years," they told me. 

Their discount rates are high, and so are their setup charges and fees. 


There are independents out there, and often the service is co-ordinated by a 
broker who will take a cut somewhere along the line in application fees, and or 
the sale of software. It might be possible to track one of these down through 
an Internet search. 


There is card processing software that runs on a PC, and works pretty much like 
the rented terminals that the banks want to lease you. 


Easiest to set up is on the Internet, where you either (a) log onto their 
server to to process the card transaction or (b) they host your on-line 
ordering page. These look expensive on the face of it but when you avoid the 
application fee, the software cost, and the hassles of a more traditional 
approach they become more attractive. Again, an internet search should turn up 
several. One that looks pretty reasonable is http://www.cardacceptance.com 


but please note I have NOT checked them out, don't know any of their customers, 
and this is NOT a recommendation. Prices for these services are coming down, I 
have noticed, no doubt due to expanding competition. 


There are two critical questions the prospective merchant has to ask-- how many 
sales will card service generate that would have been missed otherwise, and are 
they worth the cost. I my case the answers are plenty and yes, but your 
mileage may vary.
